In  1876,  the  Sisters  accepted  an  invitation  to  begin  a  new  apostolate,  the  education 

of  native  tribes  in  the  Southwest.

The  original  7  who  first  came  to 
America  and  traveled  westward. 
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Our  story  begins  in  1650  in  Le  Puy,  France, 
where  the  formation  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of 
Carondolet  were  formed.  Six  ordinary  women 
joined  together,  under  the  patronage  of  St. 
Joseph,  and  donned  widow's  garb  to  help  those 
in  need  without  distinction.  The  CSJ's  dedicated 
themselves  to  the  "practice  of  all  spiritual  and 
corporal  works  of  mercy  of  which  woman  is 
capable  and  which  will  most  benefit  the  dear 
neighbor."  They  helped  women  out  of  poverty 
and  prostitution  by  teaching  them  how  to  make 
lace,  which  at  the  time  was  in  high  demand  by 
the  rich.  Lace-making  is  what  empowered 
women  to  get  out  of  poverty.  The  original  sisters 
left  France  to  establish  themselves  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  in  a  place  named  Carondolet.  As 
America  expanded  westward,  so  did  they.  The 
sisters  established  provinces  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
Tucson,  California,  and  Los  Angeles,  California.  In 
1 925,  a  new  generation  of  sisters  in  the  Los 
Angeles  province  responded  to  Bishop  Cantwell's 


request  to  make  a  women's  college  in  Los 
Angeles.  This  college  became  known  as  Mount 
Saint  Mary's  College,  then  later  changed  to  Mount 
Saint  Mary's  University,  Los  Angeles.  The  original 
CSJ  founders  of  the  Mount  were  Sister  Mary  Elesia 
Dwyer,  Sister  Aurelia  Mary  Doyle,  Sister  Lilia 
Francis  Mahon,  Sister  Agnes  Bernard  Cavanaugh, 
Sister  Mary  Dolorosa  Mannix,  Sister  Mary 
Celestine  Quinn,  Sister  Mary  Ignatia  Cordis,  with 
Mother  Margaret  Mary  Brady  as  the  president  and 
Superior  of  the  CSJ  L.A.  Province.  The  school 
graduated  its  first  class  in  1 929  at  the  Chalon 
campus.  In  1962,  the  University  expanded  to  its 
second  campus,  known  as  the  Doheny  campus. 
MSMU  upholds  five  pillars  of  distinction  which 
are  innovative  teaching  and  learning,  global 
awareness  and  understanding,  women, 
community,  and  the  spirit  of  the  founders.  The 
CSJ's  continue  to  serve  our  dear  neighbors 
without  distinction  to  this  day.  We  will  forever  be 
thankful  for  their  service.

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The  Report  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  Girls  was  an  eye-opening 
experience  that  showed  there  is  still  a  great  amount  of  work 
needed  to  be  done  in  terms  of  equality  for  women.  The  new 
report  revealed  that  women  in  California  are  being  unequally 
represented  in  fast-growing  and  high-paying  fields,  such  as  science, 
medicine,  engineering  and  technology.  Women  still  lag  behind 
men  in  professional  and  educational  institutions.  For  over  the  past 
decade,  there  have  not  been  drastic  changes  to  the  employment  of 
women  in  leadership  positions.  In  the  film  industry,  women  are 
not  represented  in  the  media  either  in  front  of  or  behind  the 
camera.  Only  1 7%  of  females  have  worked  behind  the  scenes  in 
the  top  250  domestic  grossing  films.  As  a  young  female  student 
majoring  in  film,  it  is  upsetting  to  see  the  film  industry,  along  with 
other  fields,  dominated  by  men.  During  the  event,  I  noticed  that 
even  the  photographer  and  cameraman  were  both  men.  Many 
women  spoke  out  during  the  event  to  emphasize  the  importance 
of  unity.  In  order  to  bring  about  change,  women  must  continue 
speaking  out  and  discussing  the  improvements  that  need  to  be 
made.  The  event  brought  together  over  800  women  who  spoke 
about  other  social  and  employment  obstacles  that  women  face. 
Society  is  failing  to  reach  its  full  economic  potential  with  the 
oppression  of  female  workers  who  are  more  than  qualified  to 
work.  Diversity  in  the  work  place  brings  about  new  perspectives 
that  could  help  solve  social  issues.

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At  Mount  Saint  Mary's  University,  we  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  our 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet  educate  women.  Many  of  us  [faculty 
members]  are  privileged  to  claim  sisters  as  teachers,  mentors,  colleagues  and 
friends;  they  show  us  daily  how  to  love  the  dear  neighbor  and  respond  to 
the  needs  of  the  times.  Our  sisters  come  from  a  long  history  of  courageous 
and  inspiring  women  who  began  this  work  more  than  365  years  ago  in  Le 
Puy,  France,  where  six  women  gathered  in  1 650  to  minister  to  their 
neighbors  most  in  need.  With  the  support  of  a  Jesuit  priest,  Jean-Pierre 
Medaille,  these  women  became  one  of  the  first  apostolic  movements  of 
women  religious,  serving  beyond  the  cloister  walls  and  out  in  the  city 
streets. 

This  summer  Caitlyn  Keeve  '20  and  Daisy  Cruz  '20  went  on  the  first 
Association  of  Colleges  of  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  (A.C.S.S.J.)  Pilgrimage  to  Le 
Puy  en  Velay,  France.  Le  Puy  holds  a  very  meaningful  place  for  The  Mount's 
history  because  of  its  connection  to  the  Sisters  of  Saint  Joseph  of  Carondelet. 
Each  day  the  students  were  challenged  to  connect  their  personal  goals  and 
spirituality  with  the  incredible  journey  of  the  Sisters  in  Le  Puy. 

The  daily  walking  tours  were  facilitated  by  Sister  Kitty  FHanley  and  Sister  Joan 
Lescinski.  While  walking  the  cobblestone  streets  and  simultaneously  being 
in  the  space  where  many  of  the  original  Sisters  faced  terrible  persecution  for 
their  faith,  the  pilgrimage  group  broke  the  barriers  of  time  and  connected  so 
deeply  with  the  spirits  of  the  truly  dauntless  St.  Joseph  women  in  1 650 
France.  Keeve'20  reflected,  "Because  of  this  trip,  I  more  clearly  understand 
how  important  it  is  to  know  and  value  history,  because  of  its  power  to 
inform  our  decision  making  today.  As  a  student  at  the  Mount,  I  am  grateful 
to  be  a  part  of  this  legacy  of  bravery,  generosity,  and  resilience.  The  city  of 
Le  Puy  left  me  with  the  impression  that  with  God  in  community,  ordinary 


people  can  'accomplish  infinitely  more  than  what  could  ever  be 
imagined'  (Ephesians  3:20)."

Dr.  Emerald  Archer,  the  Director  of  the 
Center  for  the  Advancement  of  Women 
spoke  at  the  opening  session  for  the 
Women's  Leadership  Conference  about 
some  of  the  Center's  recent  work  and 
achievements.  Dr.  Archer  shares,  "if  I  had  to 
identify  one  thing,  I  love  to  see  professional 
women  mentoring  Mount  Saint  Mary's 
University  students.  For  the  past  two  years, 
the  program  includes  touchpoint  mentoring 
sessions  between  our  students  and  speakers. 
Opening  this  dialogue  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  reciprocal  learning.  And  I 
know  many  of  our  young  women  leaders 
are  still  in  touch  with  those  they  connected 
with  at  the  conference." 
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Senator  Holly  Mitchell  and  Senator  Connie  Leyva  shared  their 
journey  on  how  they  earned  their  positions  as  Senators  of  the 
State.  The  Senators  shared  the  discrimination  they  face  in  their 
field  as  women  and  express  that  the  challenges  and  oppression 
from  the  current  administration  does  not  make  their  efforts  for 
change  feasible.  The  discrimination  against  women  only 
empowers  both  Senators  to  fight  for  a  difference  within  the 
work  place  and  within  policies  regarding  women's  health. 

They  encouraged  students  that  they  must  vote  for  their  future 
to  ensure  less/no  sexual  harassment  in  the  workplace,  equal 
pay  and  access  to  reproductive  rights.  On  their  end,  the 
Senators  shared  that  they  are  doing  as  much  as  they  can  to 
create  change  but  they  encourage  students  to  vote  and 
become  involved.  It  is  imperative  that  students,  especially 
women,  vote  because  the  current  presidency  has  set  women 
back  and  devalued  all  of  the  hard  work  women  have  been 
doing  in  the  past  years. 

The  Senators  emphasize  that  women  are  supposed  to  be  in 
leadership  roles  and  encourage  women  to  believe  in  their 
capabilities  and  envision  the  end  goal  they  have  for 
themselves.  Senator  Holly  Mitchell  shares  that  during  early 
years  of  adulthood,  she  knew  she  wanted  to  be  involved  in 
politics.  She  knew  she  was  a  leader  from  the  beginning  and 
recognized  her  skills  for  translating  for  people.  She  lets  students 
know  that  they  do  not  have  to  be  an  elected  official  to  create 
change.  Focusing  on  your  end  goal  will  keep  away  any 
distractions  that  are  around  students,  such  as  social  media,  and 
allow  students  to  focus  on  their  lives  rather  than  just  what  will 
happen  after  graduation.

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Facing  History  and  Ourselves  hosted  an  interactive 
presentation  and  panel.  The  first  half  of  the  event 
consisted  of  a  history  recap  of  the  tragic  events  that 
happened  in  World  War  II.  In  groups,  students  were 
given  articles  that  discussed  what  democracy  is  and 
then  how  they  define  the  term.  A  video  was  followed 
describing  how  the  Holocaust  affected  the  victims. 
Students  had  the  opportunity  to  watch  a  video  of  a 
soldier  who  fought  during  the  war  and  of  a 
Holocaust  survivor  from  one  of  the  concentration 
camps.  Also,  students  were  given  stories  of  foreigners 
providing  aid  for  the  people  being  persecuted  at  that 
time  and  stories  of  people  seeking  refuge.  Historical 
context  was  given  to  the  students  in  preparation  for 
the  panel  of  the  Holocaust  survivors  who  joined  for 
the  discussion  for  the  second  half  of  the  event.  Mark 
Rubin  and  his  wife,  Pam,  shared  with  a  room  full  of 
strangers  the  events  that  led  up  to  their  lives 
including  the  time  when  Mark  was  just  a  young  boy 
during  the  war.  He  shared  all  the  loss  and  tragic 


events  he  witnessed  as  a  child  which  brought  tears  to 
everyone  in  the  room.  His  past  pushed  him  to  work 
hard  and  become  the  man  he  is  today.  Ruben  and 
his  wife  are  known  as  business  and  volunteer  leaders 
who  have  left  a  powerful  mark  on  this  world  for  a 
just  world.  Leslie  Gilbert-Lurie  and  Rita  Lurie  were 
also  a  part  of  the  discussion  panel  and  shared  their 
stories.  Rita  was  a  child  when  she  and  her  family 
were  hiding  from  the  Nazis.  She  endured  many 
traumatic  experiences  as  she  hid  in  an  attic  for 
almost  two  years  with  1 4  other  family  members.  Her 
daughter,  Leslie  wrote  about  her  mother's  story  in  a 
book  called  Bending  Toward  the  Sun.  She  sat 
alongside  her  mother  during  the  discussion  panel  as 
support.  The  special  guests  left  a  powerful  impact  on 
the  students  that  exposed  them  to  the  real  hardships 
that  have  occurred  in  the  world.  Students  were 
encouraged  to  vote  and  make  a  change  in  the  world 
for  better.

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Listening  to  the  stories  of  Holocaust  survivors  in  the  wake  of  the 
recent  event  in  Pittsburgh  has  given  me  much  more  insight  into 
the  constant  struggles  endured  by  the  Jewish  community. 

Though  much  of  the  event  touched  on  an  analytic  approach  to 
the  Holocaust  and  examined  societal  conflicts  that  produced  the 
marginalization  of  the  Jewish  community,  it  was  hearing  their 
own  stories  and  witnessing  their  emotional  responses  that  really 
touched  the  audience.  I  do  not  think  there  was  a  dry  eye  in  the 
room.  Such  a  moment  was  so  powerful  in  so  many  ways  that  it  is 
truly  a  night  I  will  never  forget.

Before  attending  the  event,  Immigration  in 
the  Era  of  Trump,  I  was  not  fully  aware  of 
the  institutional  barriers  in  place  that 
oppress  immigrants  that  come  to  our 
country  seeking  a  better  life.  The  panel 
consisted  of  four  individuals  that  have 
dedicated  their  careers  to  fight  for 
immigrant  rights.  They  shared  that  there 
has  been  a  great  deal  of  fear  and 
uncertainty  during  Trump's  presidency.  We 
learned  that  the  power  of  rhetoric  can  be 
detrimental,  but  that  the  most  effective 
change  can  be  made  on  the  policy  level. 
The  panelists  called  us  to  action;  they 
asked  us  to  pay  attention  to  what  is  going 
on  and  to  find  ways  to  help  change  the 
system.  Since  I  am  currently  working  for  a 
State  Assembly  member  who  represents  a 
predominantly  Latino  and  foreign-born 


constituency,  I  asked  the  panelists,  "if  you 
were  to  advise  a  State  Legislator  to  write 
and  push  for  positive  immigration  policy, 
what  would  the  specific  piece  of  legislation 
be?"  Each  panelist  gave  me  a  very  thoughtful 
answer  and  I  actually  brought  their  ideas 
back  to  my  boss.  We  are  now  looking  at 
possible  policies  focused  on  immigration  for 
the  upcoming  Legislative  Session.  As  a 
person  that  strives  to  advocate  for 
marginalized  communities,  I  left  the  panel 
discussion  very  inspired  and  motivated. 
These  conversations  are  crucial;  in  regards 
to  the  quote  I  mentioned  above, 
conversations  like  these  keep  us  properly 
informed  about  the  injustices  happening  in 
society  so  that  we  can  fight  the  oppression 
by  finding  solutions.
